Art,  1.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  three  years, 
a  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  two 
Auditors,  one  Trustee  of  the  Library  for  three  years 
and  all  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  transaction  of  the  Town's  business  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Art.  2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  Class  V  roads,  and  raise  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same.  Town  to  raise  $399.98  and  State  to  give 
$2,666.54. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  Aid 
for  Class  V  highway  bridges,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
that  purpose. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  highways  and  bridges 
and  keeping  the  roads  open  during  the  winter. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  General  Expense 
of  the  Highway  Department. 


Art.  7.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  cutting 
brush  on  the  roadsides  of  Town  highways. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  upkeep  of 
cemeteries. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  $16,000  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  a  Power-Grader,  such  sum  to  be 
raised  through  the  issuance  of  serial  bonds  or  notes 
under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Bonds  Statute,  and  amendments  thereto,  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such 
notes,  and  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  pay- 
ment thereof,  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they 
may  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Croydon,  I 
herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools: 

Several  minor  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  school 
buildings  during  the  current  year  and  additional  work 
is  to  be  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year.  One 
major  item  is  improvement  of  the  lighting  system  in 
the  Flat  School.  An  improved  stove  was  purchased  for 
the  Village  School.  Some  painting  needs  to  be  done 
during  the  summer  to  properly  maintain  the  buildings. 

The  two  teachers,  Mrs.  Kibbey  and  Mrs.  Yeaton, 
have  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  improve 
their  educational  training  by  takirg  extension  courses 
in  "Teaching  of  Arithmetic"  with  Dr.  Anne  Peters  of 
Keene  Teachers  College,  and  "Improvement  In  Read- 
ing" with  Donald  Durrell  and  Olive  Niles,  professors  at 
Boston  University.  These  courses  represent  many  hours 
and  miles  of  travel  to  the  teachers  but  the  real  values 
are  reflected  in  more  effective  teaching  of  these  vital 
subjects  to  the  boys  and  girls  of  Croydon. 

Several  programs  have  been  presented  by  the  pupils 
which  commemorate  special  days;  they  also  develop 
the  qualities  of  citizenship  which  we,  in  a  democracy, 
hold  in  high  esteem,  i.e.  ability  to  speak  freely,  to  work 
together,  to  voice  opinions  in  planning  and  presentation, 
to  have  the  opportunity  to  act  and  express  ourselves 
freely. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  local  organizations,  the 
two  schools  were  presented  with  excellent  film  strip 
projectors.  These  are  used  extensively  as  teaching  aids 
in  arithmetic,  reading,  science,  social  studies,  art,  and 
for  entertainment.  This  example  of  cooperation  on  the 
part  of    parents   and    interested   citizens   does  much  to 
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improve  the  opportunities  for  obtaining  a  better  edu- 
cation by  our  boys  and  girls,  who  need  a  more  thorough 
and  extensive  education  if  they  are  to  compete  success- 
fully in  this  world  of  strong  competition  for  leadership. 

In  the  short  time  I  have  been  acting  as  your  super- 
intendent, it  has  been  most  gratifying  to  find  that  the 
people  of  Croydon  are  anxious  to  work  with  the  teach- 
ers, school  board  and  the  superintendent  to  support 
and  improve  our  schools.  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your 
help,  and  I  hope  that  I  may  serve  you  efficiently 
and  effectively.

SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REFOKT 


Healthy  development  of  the  child  is  of  basic  impor- 
tance. Good  health  is  essential  to  effective  living. 
What  better  place  than  the  school  to  teach  "GOOD 
HEALTH  HABITS"?  Good  health  is  an  important 
goal  of  education. 

Your  school  nurse  has  been  privileged  with  the  oppor- 
tunity to  continue  to  improve  the  health  of  your  school 
child.  The  methods  used  are  not  new.  A  yearly  inspec- 
tion is  done.  This  includes  weight  and  height.  An 
inspection  of  posture,  skin,  hair,  teeth  and  throat  are 
also  a  part  of  the  routine.  Your  child's  vision  is  tested 
by  means  of  the  Massachusetts  Vision  Testing  Machine. 
Hearing  is  tested  individually  by  means  of  the  audio- 
meter. Hearing  is  done  about  every  other  year  as  the 
testing  apparatus  is  loaned  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  As  time  permits,  your  nurse  visits  the 
classrooms  and  has  discussions  with  the  children  on 
different  phases  of  the  health  problems. 
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Now  to  explain  what  happens  following  the  inspection. 
A  "Notice  to  Parents"  is  sent  home  by  the  school 
nurse.  What  is  on  this  notice?  The  defects  observed 
by  your  nurse  are  sent  to  you  for  your  consideration. 
You  may  request  the  assistance  of  the  nurse,  check 
that  you  will  consult  your  family  doctor  or  family  den- 
tist. Home  visits  are  made  by  the  nurse  where  it  is 
necessary:  to  discuss  the  plan  to  be  taken;  to  discuss 
health  problems;  to  give  suggestions  in  the  care  of  the 
sick  child  as  needed. 

A  health  record  is  kept  on  your  child  so  that  the 
nurse,  teachers,  principal  and  superintendent  may  have 
access  to  the  health  progress  of  each  child.  Should 
parents  wish  to  discuss  this  record,  they  may  consult 
the  nurse  at  their  convenience.  A  close  relationship 
between  local,  state,  social  and  health  agencies  is  grate- 
fully appreciated.  There  is  a  full  cooperation  with  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  State  Health  Department 
and  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  Thus  through 
the  cooperation  of  "ALL  OF  US",  our  endeavor  will 
be  to  keep  the  school  child  healthy  in  mind  and  body.
